Ify dear Mr. Hoover: 

Ihis is to acknowledge receipt of your Personal and Oonfidontial 
letter of April 22, 1925, vdiich ms received here- yesterday morning 
concerning the matter we discussed in Washington as to my possible 
assignment to Chicago. 

I am certainly surprised to hear of any publicity given this 
matter at Boston. I really do not know a thing about it and have 
no idea as to how and where it originated. For your information 
the Attorney General’s statement was published in most of the Hew 
York papers and, as I understand considerably discussed particularly 
amongst the federal employes, etc. I received several telephone calls 
purporting to be from representatives of the local press here asking 
in a general way what if any information I could give them on the 
subject, to which I replied that I did not know a thing about it 
other than what I saw in the papers. 


Immediately upon my return to Hew York after our conference, 
and after some difficulty in meeting the proper representatives of 
the real estate firm, I endeavored every way possible to explain to 
them the situation and even went so far as to tell them that I was 
trj^isferred to Chicago. After some hesitancy on their part which 
took up sevejral days they finally advised me on the telephone late 
Wednesday evening that while they sympathized with me and appreciated 
my position, that in all justice to everyone concerned, their client 
the owner and others, the very best that they could- do under the 
circumstances (and would not do this in any other case) was to dis¬ 
continue my lease September 30, 1925.

If entirely consistent, and it will in no way in the 
least inconvenience you, I would he obliged and thank you 
very mch indeed if you wotild recommend an increase in ny 
coapensation as Special Agent in Charge of the New York. 
District of this Bureau* 


For your information beg to state that prior to the 
war involving our cotintry, two of ny predecessors received 
a compensation of §12,00 per day and in addition to this, 
so I tmderstand, §4,00 a day allowance in lieu of subsistence, 
mak ing a total of §16,00 per day, (Dhe present conpensation 
is §13,69 per day* 

With the exception of the actual duration of the war 
in which our government was involved, the average number of 
agents in this office ware about twenty five to thirty five; 
ever since I have been here, August 26 192JL, we have never 
had less than forty five to sixty five agents. 


!Ehere has been a steady increase in the volume of otir 
investigational work in this office during the past two years. 


Ihis office never was organized better before, and it 
is my opinion it wotild be extremely difficult to inprove on 
the organization. 

We can read, write, translate and converse in almost any 
civilized language; most of our. agents- are specialized and are 
considered as experts in their particular lines of work. 

In addition to the current work and the tremendous responsibility 
involved tpon the fecial Agent in Charge of the New York District, 
there has been added during ny incumbency in this office here under 
your direction, a training school for newly appointed agents in this 
Bureau, Ihis takes ip every available minute of my time in the office 






and almost all of my time outside of the office. 

It is needless for me to attempt to recite herein the 
wonderful success and the extraordinarily good results oh- 
tained in iinparting the rules and regulations and rudiments of 
the worfc to newly appointed agents "before acttially entering them 
ttpon their duties in the field. Ihis, I am quite sure is very 
well known throughout the Department and the Bureau. 

I did not want to Bother you with ny troubles or annoy 
you in the least about my personal or financial status, but 
I counted ip the other day and find that in round numbers it 
has cost me about $3000.00 for having been transferred from 
one office to another during my career in this Bureau. 

Since I have been in Hew York this last time, since 
August 26 1921 {having been in <^arge here before in 1909, 

1910 and 1911) I can honestly and conscientioiisly state that 
I have e:^«nded $2200.00 over and above my conpensation 
received kov that period and I have never.taken a days vacation 
since I have been here nor made any investments so that the 
funds espended have been entirely for living ezpenses. 

One of the chief reasons that I have never taken this 
matter ip with you was that I thought it would have been 
settled before this that the several investigative branches 
of the several departments would be coordinated or consolidated and 
it was really for this reason that I have not given a thought to 
my salary knowing and feeling satisfied and confident that as 
long as you were Director of this Bvireau I would be' justly con¬ 
sidered, in other words I would be taken care of. 

All that I desire and expect is to live as I have been tised 
to and in order to do this I will have to have an increase in my 
salaiy, or else live in "Hoboken” or some other "back yard” of 
Hew York to live within my present means. 

!Ehis request for an increase in compensation is made, not 
because of the fact that I have been in the service for a great 
nany years, or because of my wide experience and knowledge of this 
work, or because of the increased and high cost of living, and 
not because I am taking advantage of my warm personal friendship 
for you and the administration to ask for it at this time, but 
solely because of the fact that the duties of the Special Agent 
in Charge of this District have grown and developed into twice 
their former size; the responsibility is twice as greitt; the

In compliance iwitli Bureau letter of May 15, 1924, initialed 
JBH:IMR marked Personal and Oonfldential requesting me to forward 
at once a full and detailed statement upon the quality of work 
performed By each employe of this office together with information 
concerning his attitude towards his work and degree of efficiency 
attained, I have the honor to transmit to you herewith, in duplicate 
a report of the personnel of all the Special Agents and Special 
Employes attached to or having their headquarters at Eew Tork City. 

I also am transmitting you herewith data on each agent 
on a separate sheet, in order that you may incorporate and file 
in the personnel of the individual agent or , special employe 
at the Bureau office in liyashington. 


\ I take it from your letter that you desire this information 

I only on special agents and special employes — all our stenographers 
I and clerks here are very efficient. 

I 

In passing I mi^t say that I am inclined to Believe that 
it is extremely difficult for any one to espross his judgment and 
make himself clear in writing as to an “all around” and highly 
efficient agent in the Mew York offibe. 

Mew York is the greatest and largest metropolitan city in 
the world; its six million population is made up of a great numBer 
of Bussians, Italians, Geimans,Irish, Bohemians and others. (Dhere 
are aBout one million Italians in Mew York Oity, or more than the 
largest populated oity in Italy; there are over one million 
Eussians and Jews, 500,000 Germans and aBout as many Irish. 


On account of the great variety of work and foreign population 
it makes it necessary in a great many cases for an agent to Bo a 







linguist. You can readily see that it is almost impossible 
for any person to become a first class ’’all around** special 
agent in the New Yorh office of this Bureau. They are 
specialists or experts here in this office in their particular 
lines. 

Five or six American agents, say in St. Louis, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Kansas City and other cities could become proficient 
and be rated as **all around** agents but, in my opinion, it 
just cannot be done in ETew York City. 

I do not w^t to have it inferred that an agent classified 
in Glass C is far inferior to one classified in Class A, as, 
on certain lines of worK some of the agents in Class G, are 
much of an asset to the office on some particular vorK which 
A could not do and visa versa; these are grouped this way 
in an endeavor to draw some line of demarcation and separate them 
according to the class of their worK and as to their general 
efficiency. 

I assure you that these three groups mahe up in my 
opinion the very best organization in any office of this Bureau 
and will go further and state that this organization, in my 
judgment never has beeu excelled at any time in the history 
of this Bureau. 


While I liope that it will become more efficient I seriously 
doubt that it can bo excelled.

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I heif to acknowledge receipt of your letter of July 18, 

1924, initialed JEH:IIIS, marked Personal and Confidential, 
enclosing a photostat copy of a letter received hy you from 
foimer Special Agent David S» lande, dated July 10., 1924, 
and also a photosta>t copy of the memoiandum you sulanitted to 
Assistant Attorney General Holland, together with a carhon copy 
of a letter you prepared for the signature of General Holland under 
date of .July 18, 1924, addressed to the Honorable "Salter M. 

Chandler foimer Congressman from Hew York: City. concerning 
Mr. lande's comment on the conduct of administration of 
local office of this bureau. 


It comes to my itind that Congressman Chandler called at this 
office recently and indicated to me that he had had a conversation 
with Mr. lande and that Mr. lande had written or was about to write 
something to the Department. I would judge from what Congressman 
Chandler related to me that Mr. lande thought that he h%d a grievance 
against him. Congressman Chandler, and was really very much 
perturbed in that Congressman Chandler could not place or hold him 
in this office or in some other government office where he could 
be in Hew York all the 13me and not have to leave here even temporarily. 
As a result of this conversation with the Congressman, Mr. lande vra-lfc- 
ed off stating that he was throijgh with politics. 

In reading over the photostat copy of the letter signed by 
Mr. lande, I am satisfied that he did not dictate or write this 
lettort of course he caused it to be written and signed it. 

For your convenience, I will incorporate herewith the 
record as I find it in this office concerning any oojiments that 
I have made officially to the Bureau concerning foimer Special 
Agent David S. lande. 

On March 30, 1922, after Mr. lande had attended the school 
of insrtructions here in the usual reports on all agents, at that 
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time I made the following remarlcs on Mt, Landes 

•♦Personality rather fair. On aoeount of his nationality 
and experience, I am of the opinion that this agent 
could do raluahle work on bankruptcy and other matters 
in large cities like New York and Ohicago. He probably 
will never make anything other than an ordinary agent.** 

In response to your instructions contained in your Oiroulay 
letter of May 15, 1924, to famish a detailed statement upon the 
quality of work of each employe of this office together with 
information concerning his attitude towards his work and degree 
of efficiency attained, I forwarded you on May 19th, 1924, with 
reports on all other agents and employes of this office, a 
report concerning former Special Agent David S. Lande which 
reads as follows: 

•’This man speaks Hebrew and can be used in bankruptcy 
investigations where persons of that nationality are 
involved also has made a great many investi^tions on 
visa matters here in New York. Does not like to travel 
and it is said he has made the remark that if he is 
kept on the road any great length of time he would have 
to resign. Attitude towards work « independent and 
apparently only mildly interested. Said to be pretty 
well fixed financially. Degree of efficiency limit¬ 
ed.*’ 


In response to a request from you to give you the names of 
some of the agents who could be spared from the New York office 
that is when you were making the reduction of the entire force, 
after giving this matter very, very, careful and conscientious 
consideration, I submitted to you the names of four agents in 
this office, which included Mr. Lande, It appears that Mr. 

Lands had former Congressman Chandler appeal to the Department 
and the Bureau for reinstatement and in response to your letter 
of June 3, 1924, concerning this particular matter, I will quote 
herewith my letter to you for June 4, 1924: 

’’Director,

Dear Sir: 

Beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
June 3rd 1924, initialed JEH:IMR concerning request 
for the resignation of the above named Special Agent 
David S. Lande of this office.

I Iiave nothing to add further as to the ability 
or efficiency of this agent at this time other than Tshat 
I have in my judgment a^ported heretofore. 

1 am positive that there has been no inj\j 3 tice 
done to Agent Lande. 7/hat 1 have stated^ which it appears 
you e:qplained to Congressman Chandler and Assistant Attorney 
General Holland as to the attitude of this agent is absolutely 
correct, as Congressman Chandler, I notice, admits. 

I consider that it is needless for me to explain 
to you that I have nothing personal against Agent lande or 
any other agent in this office or this bureau. I am simply 
endeavoring to impart to you to the best of my knowledge 
the exact facts in this and every other case, \7hen I have 
any doubt in a matter of this kind in order to have my 
conscience clear I resolve the doubt in favor of the agent. 

As far as I am personally concerned it makes no 
difference to me vhat agents are assigned to the Hew 
York office provided they are efficient and can do the 
work required. If Agent lands is given another chance a nd 
will perform these duties and otherwise comply with the 
rules and regulations conceming temporary assignments 
elsewhere than HeW York, I have not the slightest objection 
to his being here. If you are at any time inclined to 
recommend his reinstatement under these oircvanstances 
it will be entirely satisfactory as far as I, as Special 
Agent in Charge, am concerned.

I am convinced beyond the shadov/ of a doubt in my own mind that 
I have not in any way, shape or manner either directly or indirectly 
taken any undue advantage of Mr. lande and have expressed myself 
and handled the situation in his case absolutely impartially and free 
from animosity and, as far as nationality, religion or fraternal 
organizations are concerned, it is simply absolutely riduculous 
to imagine that such a thing was ever in my mind. 










Mr. Iiande had a very good time in this offioe in comparison 
with almost any other agent working out of and attached to this 
office; I assigned him on 7isa matters on accotuit of his ability 
to speak the Hebrew language. (Dlie persona that he interviewed 
were called to this offioe and he interviewed them between 9 in 
the moming and 5 in the evening (he, lande, did not even have to 
go out to locate and interview them or bring them in}. (Dhere were 
several other agents of this offioe who are of the same nationality 
as is Mr. lande, namely Special Agents Kissell, Goldman, Traub 
Davis and Eilperin who could perfoim these duties also but their 
efficiency ran be};cond that of Mr. iande and they could be and 
were used on all classes of investigations out of the New York 
office which Mr. Lande could not do. 

Mr. Lande states, amongst other things: 

’•Many of the interviews were in the offioe and in 
the course of such interviews the mannerisms, dialects 
and appearances of the references cacfii tmder the ob¬ 
servation of Mr. Brennan. Unfortunately there are still 
people in this day of religious tolerance who have 
strong prejudice against anybody who is not of their 
faith. Mr. Breman is one of them, etc.” 


Ihis is so riduculous that I really should not even refer to 
it or touch on it, however, it would probably be well to state 
here that these particular investigations - Visa matters, where 
a considerable number of Hebrews are interviewed have been conducted 
by this offioe for several years - quite a long time before Mr. 

J^de ever came into the service are being conducted now and 
will be conducted undoubtedly in the future.* They are being called 
to the office and interviewed and reported on by other agents 
than Mr. Lande^ of course Hebrews at that, namely Messrs. Eilperin, 
Goldman and Kissel. 

This thing grieves me very much indeed as I can say that I 
do not believe that there is another agent in this Bureau who really 
has in every way, shape and manner treated Special Agents with 
the utmost consideration more than I have regardless of whether 
they are negroes or white, Jews or Gentile, Khi^ts of Columbus 
or Masons, Protestants, Hebrews or Catholics. 

Some of the best agents in this service and office are Hebrews, 
namely Davis, Traub, Eilperin, Goldman and Kissel, and others who have 
been transferred, some temporarily and some pezmanently to other parts 
Of the country. Is there an agent or special agent in charge or 









other superior officer in this hufeau oould have paid a higher 
tribute to a departed agent than I did on the death of the 
late Special Agent Henry A, Spira who isas a Jew, She fact of 
the matter is I never gave this a thought; if it had been 
Bradford, 0»leary or Antonio Oaferata, it vrouid have been all 
the same to me, I am satisfied that if lande had made these 
charges to any of the above named Hebrew agents, outside the office, 
he would have been entertained in a physical combat. 

You are right vhen you say that I am not a member of the 
Knights of Columbus; in fact I do not belong to any fraternal 
order and never did. Really the only thing I do belong to is the 
Faimers & Bankers life Insurance Company, which company I have 
had my life insured. I am a Catholic; my wife is opposite to 
me in religion - a Protestant. 

As far as the Masonic order is concerned, I have the highest 
regard for that noble order. Some of my relatives are Masons; 
all of my brothersMin-law are Masons; some of my very best, 
closest and most influential friends belong to the Masonic Order. 

In passing I mi^t mention that on a number of investigations 
that I have been engaged upon investigating applicants or complaints 
against Special Agents,in cases where the subject of the investigation 
had been investigated by a committee of the Masonic Order and sub¬ 
sequently admitted as a member of that Order, this had great wSight 
with me and there have been occasions where, when the morality of 
the subjects vas concerned, admission to the Masonic Order was 
sufficient to convince me that subject was O.K, All my raises 
in compensation which I have received in the Bureau have been given to 
me by men, who as I understand, belong to this great and fine 
order, • During my career in this bureau several years ago there 
were several very important confidential investigations upon which 
I was assigned by superiors who were unprejudiced and impartial, 
due to my independent, unbiased attitude concerning religion and 
fraternal organizations. 

3?his does not annoy me so much except in so far as it grieves 
me to have anything like this on record after my many many years of 
service in this Bureau, fifteen of which have been spent in charge 
Of offices and directing men of all nationalities and creeds. It 
is the first time in my life that any such charge has been made. 

i cannot find words to express to you and Assistant Attorney 
(Jeneral Holland my sincere appreciation of your attitude and prompt 
and immediate reply to Congressman Chandler concerning Mr. lande’s 
letter and your very just eapression of my attitude and your implicit 





oonfidenca in me .regarding the conduct of affairs here 
touching on religion and fraternal orders, and I iwant 
you to know that I appreciate this very much and y61il 
will never have the slightest reason to regret your 
stand.taken in my hehalf.

In 1894 I vas appointed an Office Deputy U.S.Marshal at St.Iouis,Mo. 
and resigned in 1903, spending about 9 years and 10 months in that office. 

Q?he U.S.Marshal*s office was next door to the U.S.Attorney’s office in the 
federal building and the law library on the same floor to which I had 
daily access. I took advantage of the opportunity and read criminal 
law and a great deal of the courts decisions throughout the country effect¬ 
ing violations of the federal laws. In 1907 and up tmtil June 30, 1908, 
when I ms attached to the U.S»Seoret Service, 3?reasury Dept.., I w%s assigned 
to the Department of Justice and, on July 1, 1908, was transferred from the 
Treasury Department to the Department of Justice. 


During the time that I was in the U.S.Marshal’s office (Dept.of Justice) 

10 years,and ever since 1907 (when I was directly attached to the Investigating 
Branch of the Dept.of Justice) I have been engaged on the most important crim¬ 
inal investigations handled by the Dept, and have directly assisted U.S.Attomeys 
and Asst.Attomey Oenerals in the preparation and trials of some of the most im¬ 
portant criminal cases tried in any federal court. 


During this period I have read and studied almost all the text books on 
criminal evidence and can conscientiously state that I have read a great many court 
decisions on criminal cases in the U.S.Courts. Have also had the practical e:^er- 
ience in and out of court rooms with the U.S.Attys in the preparations and trials 
of criminal cases. In one very important and celebrated case in particular I assist¬ 
ed very materially the U.S.Attys in assembling and preparing the evidence and 
assisted them daily in court from Oct.1st imtil Dec.30,i912,when the government 
produced 499 witnesses and they appeared and testified from the witness stand; 
in this case I personally interviewed some 700 witnesses; court was held every day/

Dear Sir: 


yhi s is to acloiowledge receipt of your letter of Kay 6th 
1925, outlining in detail your views and giving specific instructions 
concerning employes of this Bureau indulging in the drinfcing of in¬ 
toxicating liquors. 

I have read your letter several times and have analyzed it 
and am positive that I understand thoroughly your attitude on this 
particular matter. While I have always Imown your attitude with 
reference to employes drinfcing intoxicating liquor, I am glad to see you 
on record in your S.A.0.letter ^526 and your confidential letter of May 6, 
1925. 


As to myself, I can honestly and conscientiously say to the 
world that I have heen an absolute teetotaler for 22 years; that I am 
really prejudiced against intoxicating liquor of any description. I 
have never had any use for any person who indulged in the drinfcing of 
intoxicating liquor to excess and, since the enactment of the National 
Prohibition Act I would much rather not have anybody around me who even 
takes a drink. 


I have time and time again on many occasions and at every 
opportunity called to the attention of the agents and employes of 
this office our attitude in this respect,— that the indulgence in 
intoxicating liquors will not be tolerated. 


I am today addressing to each and every employe and other 
attache of this office a personal letter asking them whether or not 
they in any way indulge in ths use of intoxicants. After I receive 
their replies I am going to mail you copies of their ansv/ers. In the 
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event that anyone answers that he does, I am going to request you to 
transfer him out of this district. After I receive all the answers, 
which will take several days, I am going to address them a letter, 
going on record, and saying that at any time that I learn,or that 
my attention iA called to the fact that they are using intoxicants 
in any degree or extent upon any occasion, I am going to report them 
to the Director of the Bureau and recommend that they he summarily 
dismissed from the Service. 


V/hile I do not anticipate any serious difficulty in carrying 
out your instructions,as the personnel of this office has, I think, 
been thoroughly educated on this subject, however, I am sure that you 
appreciate that this district, on aeco\mt of various employes, agents 
on special assignments, anti trust agents and accountants etc. not 
immediately attached to this office coming through - some reporting 
over the phone whom I do not even have a chance to see, if there is 
an infraction of these rules it wdll be more difficult to check up 
than in any district throughout the country. 


Your certainly have my whole hearted, earnest and sincere 
support in enforcing this rule of the Bureau, as it»s welfare and 
interest are very close to my heart. I will do everything in my 
power to see to it that this district is kept up to the highest 
standard - first by setting proper example, and secondly by emphasizing 
at every opportunity the rules and regulations in this respect, and 
at frequent intervals checking up the conduct and activities of em¬ 
ployes in this district.

Edward J. Brennan, 83, one¬ 
time division superintendant of 
the Federal Bureau of Investip- 
tion in Chicago, will be buried 
Monday at All Saints Cemetery, 

Evanston. 

Mr. Brennan, who died Fri¬ 
day, was one of a group of men 
commissioned by Presiden^t 
Theodore Roosevelt to form the 
FBI in 1908. At that time he 
was a fingerprint expert for the 
St. Louis police department, 
where he had begun his career 
as a deputy U.S. marshal. 

From 1912 to 1919 he 
served as chief FBI man in St. 

Louis. He came to Chicago as 
,a special agent for the FBI, and 
in 1921 was assigned to New 
York as head of the New York 
bure' \ He was later reassigned 
to St. Louis as special agent in 
charge. In 1925 he returned to 
Chicago as FBI division super¬ 
intendent, a post he left to be¬ 
come chief special agent of the 
Pullman Co. in 1926. 


Mr. Brennan played an im¬ 
portant part in solving the 1910 
bombing of the *Los Angeles 
Times Building, in the govern¬ 
ment’s campaign against radical 
activities and in the suppression 
of dope traffic. 

He retired from his job with 
the Pullman Co. in 1945, and 
later came to live with a son, 
James A., of 1130 Madison, 
Evanston.
